That is the first-hand 
report of Sen. Charles E Goodell. R-N.Y.. after his fact­ 
finding tour of this African conflict 
And of all the horrors involved in this civil war slaugh­ 
ter. with its starvation of children and destruction of thou 
sands of innocent families, surely the saddest storv of all 
is the inability’ of Washington to fulfill the yearnings of the* 
American public. For this country is aroused, and should 
be angry over the handling of this call for compassion and 
aid from this tormented territory. 
Goodell told this writer that he had secured imm ediate 
support from the White House, the secretary of state and 
the secretary of defense that government jets could and 
would be available for the airlift of relief supplies paid for 
by private agencies concerned about Biafra Their interest 
was genuine and immediate 
And yet what has happened"' Nothing. Bight, nothing. 
Zero Goodell and others in the capital believe it is the di­ 
rect result of negative attitudes within the State D ep art­ 
ment Many of these career diplomats are 100 per cent for 
Nigeria and the breakaway state of Biafra can stew in its 
own juice. It seems unbelievable that such callousness and 
hard-heartedness could exist in the face of such incredible 
suffering and starvation as we see on the television every 
night. 
Those of us who have been reading Jam es A. Joyce’s 
hook. “ End of an Illusion” < Bobbs-Merrill. $8.95», are quite 
familiar with the param ilitary mind that governs too much 
the politics, education and overseas adventures of A m er­ 
ica. Joyce has been tracking the beast for a long time and 
documents most carefully and powerfully the influence of 
men and women who never have to report to the citizens 
who pay the bills. As Joyce has observed: 
“ The real struggle for peace, freedom and justice is a 
race between the military compulsionists of the last cen­ 
tury and the world builders of the 21st century.” 
Goodell states flatly that the Biafran bungling will only 
be solved by massive public pressure. This means thou­ 
sands of cards and letters to the Nigerian desk at the .State 
Department. 
It also means telegram s and phone calls to the people in 
charge there to find the ways and means of putting this re­ 
lief program on the road. I believe it is the particular re ­ 
sponsibility of the church people of this country to be 
heard and heeded.

MARCH’S UNCERTAIN TRUMPET FOR SPRING 
March is here, and the temptation is strong to sing of 
spring. 
The birds already are doing it. In the Austrian pine, 
the cardinal lifts his bell like tenor at dawn. In the 
distance is heard the plaintive rain - crow call of the* bluy 
jay. A starling on the* lawn utters his surprising imitation 
of a bobwlnte. 
The buds of the magnolia tree still arc* tightly wrapped 
against winter, but the* branches arc* alive as a pair of 
chickadees flits among them in perpetual excitement. 
And the crocuses under the south window, which a week 
ago were afraid to open their cloaks, now spread yellow 
robes over the litter of their winter mulch. 
On days such as those which began our March, it is 
easy to be carried away with optimism. The sun rises, not 
in the stormy glory of exciting colors, but in a gentle rosy 
glow that spreads around the horizon. It illuminates a sky 
which often is a dome of blue - not the brittle blue of 
winter, but a softer shade.

HOW THE UN PURCHASED A WHIRLWIND 
Fevered and fitful, it passed a resolution concerning 
South West Africa. Now there are second thoughts. 
In championing the rights of their brethem, the black 
African nations and the UN have bought themselves a 
whirlwind in the desert of South West Africa. 
Yielding to demands of black African countries, the 
UN voted to terminate South Africa’s mandate over 
South West declaring the giant desert territory “a direct 
responsibility of the United Nations.” 
Pressure to end the mandate grew from black African 
bitterness over the segregation or “apartheid policy” of 
South Africa’s white government. The UN action flies in 
the face of a recent decision of the World Court, the 
judicial arm of the UN, which ruled that two African 
nations, Liberia and Ethiopia, had no legal grounds to 
bring the suit to set aside the mandate which was issued 
by the League of Nations. Only the League can do that, 
and it has gone out of business. 
Overlooked were several matters germane to any plane 
to bring South Africa to its knees: 
-South Africa has possession and will not willingly 
give it up. The African states which made an issue of the 
matter would like to use force but, recognizing South 
Africa’s strength, had to resort to an amendment calling 
for a com m ittee to study the situation and recommend 
ways of assuming the mandate. 
-Although South West Africa is rich in potential, it 
exists almost entirely on its subsidy from South Africa. 
-Britain is unlikely to back suggested sanctions against 
South Africa, for the best of reasons: it cannot afford to 
do so. It has the tidy sum of $3 billion invested in South 
Africa plus an annual trade advantage of about $150 
million a year - a rather important item to consider when

The United States is still unable to exert a meaningful 
response to the tragedy in Biafra, That is the first-hand 
report of Sen. Charles E Goodell, H-N.Y., after his fact­ 
finding tour of this African conflict 
And of all the horrors involved in this civil war slaugh­ 
ter. with its starvation of children and destruction of thou 
sands of innocent families, surely the saddest story of all 
is the inability of Washington to fulfill the yearnings of the 
American public. For this country is aroused, and should 
be angry over the handling of this call for compassion and 
aid from this tormented territory. 
Goodell told this writer that he had secured immediate 
support from the White House, the secretary of state and 
the secretary of defense that government jets could and 
would be available for the airlift of relief supplies paid for 
by private agencies concerned about Biafra. Their interest 
was genuine and immediate 
And yet what has happened ’ Nothing 
Bight, nothing 
Zero Goodell and others in the capital believe it is the di 
rect result of negative attitudes within the State Depart­ 
ment Many of these career diplomats are 100 per cent for 
Nigeria and the breakaway state of Biafra can stew in its 
own juice It seems unbelievable that such callousness and 
hard-heartedness could exist in the face of such incredible 
suffering and starvation as we see on the television every 
night. 
Those of us who have been reading .lames A. Joyce’s 
book. "En d of an Illusion" < Bobbs-Merrill, $8 95), are quite 
familiar with the paramilitary mind that governs too much 
the politics, education and overseas adventures of Am er­ 
ica. Joyce has been tracking the beast for a long time and 
documents most carefully and powerfully the influence of 
men and women who never have to report to the citizens 
who pay the bills. As Joyce has observed; 
“ The real struggle for peace, freedom and justice is a 
race between the military compulsionists of the last cen­ 
tury and the world builders of the 21st century." 


Goodell states flatly that the Biafran bungling will only 
be solved by massive public pressure. This means thou­ 
sands of cards and letters to the Nigerian desk at the State 
Department, 
It also means telegrams and phone calls to the people in 
charge there to find the ways and means of putting this re­ 
lief program on the road. I believe it is the particular re­ 
sponsibility of the church people of this country to be 
heard and heeded. And it is alreadv too late for so many.
